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TURKEY IN ARABIA. 


‘The recent new3 from Arabia ia of remark. 
able interest in view of the rumour’, thus fay 
unco: firmed, of the reoccapation ot Sanas | by 
the rebels of the Yemen, and the résppearance 
in the Britich and German Press of the cop. 
troveray anent the Bagdad railway, which, 
rather like the sea eerpent that is spoken of by 
the public as thongh it existed, is, 88 a matter 
of fact, as hypothetical as the marine monster. 
The struggles of the tribes of Central Arabia 
would be as animportent and as aninteresting 
to the world as the/battles of the kites and 
crows were it not fur the strategical importance 
of the Red Sea and the Persian Golf and the 
politico-religioos importance of Medina and 
Mecca. The Saltan of Turkey, whose interzat, 
are most affected by any change in Arabis, 
loses no oppor! unity of acting on the maxim 
“divide et impera,” and the recent history of 
the Central Arabian oases is one of clan feuds 
complicated by Tarkish interference. In the 
last few years of the eighteenth century the 
Wahabi movement was first felt in Centra! 
Arabia. Sa’fid I., an able prince or Emir of 
Riadh, the southern oasis of the Nejd, rea!ised 
its political importance and put himself at its 
head. His odnqaests were followad up by hia 
croel and energetic successor, Sa’fd II. All 
Arabia, from Petra to Oman, fell to this savage 
chief, whose armies sacked Kerbela and Mesched 
Ali, threatened Damascus and Bagdad, took 
Mecca and Medina, and might have brought 
back the Caliphate to an Arab when Ibrahim 
Pacha with a well-equipped. and gallant force 
set out from Egypt, re-took the Holy Places, 
routed the Wahabis in a pitched battle fought 
in the very centre of Arabia, and after captor- 
ing their capital sent their raler s prisoner to 


Saltan Mahmond, who very properly execated 
fthis’ sooarge—not of unbelievers bat of his 
fellow-Mcslems. 


Bat the Oases of Riadh and Hail, Kassim, 
Meteyr, and Jebel Shammar regained their 
independence. A new Wahabi kiigdom was 
established at Riadh and might have revived 
the greatness of the Sa’fi ls, were it not for the 
rise of Hail. Telal in the ‘fifties, though a 


| vassal of Riadh, had no love for the Wahabi 


zaalot. His Bedouin blood and traditions were 
imparted to his nephew Mohamed ibn Rashid, 

who after disposing of his rivals and relatives, 
at last broke away from Riadh, roated his 
qaondam masters,and reiaced them to vassal- 
age. In the ‘nineties Mohamed died fall of 
years and glory and Abd-el-Az’s,. his nephew, 

took his place. But fortane had now veered 
round, Abd-el-Aziz ibn Feysul, of the Hoase of 
Sa’ii, aided at first with Tarkish support, 
made war opon Hail. But Hail and its roler 
called on the Porte and the Sultan made ready 
to aid his suppliant, when he had been well 
beaten. The Sa’td raler and Mubarek of 
Koweit at last overthrew the-Hail chief after 
yéars of raid and counter-raid, they marched 
upon Hail, when a new factor appeared—Ach- 

met Pacha Faizi and an Osmanli army, before 
whom the Wahabis melted away. The veteran 
General marched on to Medina and the Yemen. 

British vessels saved Mabarek from chastise- 

ment. Onca again the war.flamed oat and this 
time Abd-el-Aziz ibn Rashid fall in battle. His 
nephew, Mat’ib, maintains the fight against 
Koweit and the Sa’}is and now it is to be 
seen whether the Tarks will once again save 
the House of Rashid or whether they will sbift 
their support to the Wahabis, Whatever hap- 
pens we may be sure that Yildiz does not wish 
this straggle—the offspring of clan feuds haf 
a century old—to end too rapidly,

EGYPTIAN COTTON SEED IN 
3 scphassussam 


The Burean of Plant isda of the Depart- 
ment of Agrioultore at Washington has, it is 
reported, abandoned its experiments with 
Egyptian cotton seed in Sonth Carolina and 
has transferred them to Georgia. The lack of 
success in South Carolina was doe to the 
shortness of the season, which prevented the 
fibre from attaining its proper matority. The 
experiments in that State extended over a 
period of five years, and in favourable seasons 
a fibre was prodaced fully equal to the 
Egyptian-grown staple in length, strength, and 
quality. In favourable seasons yields nearly as 
large as the yields o: upland were obtained, 
and served to encourage the hope of ultimate 

cees. The general impression produced by 
ae continued experimenting, however, was 
that a more southerly climate and a longer 
season were necessary in order to secure entire 
success. And therefore. fresh trial has been 
began in the neighbourhood of ‘Hogansville, 
Georgia. Experiments made in New Mexico and 
Arizona have also promised well, and, it is 
believed, will demonstrate eventually that

LUXOR WINTER PALACE. 

The new Loxor Hotel of the Upper Egypt 
Hotels Company is, we hear, progressing most 
satisfactorily.

His’ speech created 
a favourable impression and afterwards 150 
enrolled themse!ves as subscribers to the 
oc’ety-——an occurrence which was never dream- 
ed of inan Upper Ezypt mondirieh like Keneb. 

In order to ercourage agricultarists in this 
locality the inepector distributed to them some 
free samples of chemical manures 80 as to give 
them an opportavity of jadging of their 
atility. 

Various suggestions were offered by some of 
those present, among others by Mr. Yessa 
Andrawie, Rasvian consular agent at Loxor, 
and Hassan Bey Bakry, contractor, all bearing 
on the best means to be taken for the improve- 
ment of irrigation, the atilization of land, ete. 
The representatives of the society agreed to 
their demands and promised to see to them in 
the near futare. 

The inspector and the seérotary left to-day 
for Armant to enquire into the cotton worm,

The ‘Shekel Day” demonstration of the 
English Zionist Federation took place at the 
Great Assembly-hall, Mile-en?,; London, on 
Monday week. ‘he chair was occupied by Mr. 

Straus, M.P., and the principal objact of 
the gathering was to assist the movement finan- 
cial'y. In openirg the proceedings the cha‘r: 
man said every Jew wished for a permanent 
home in Palestine, and although they would 
be glad to secare a publicly recognized fixed 
tenure elsewhere, yet, without appealing alto- 
gether to sentiment, Palestine was the aim 
of their endeavours, as it was the home of their 
fore fathers. Sir Francis Montefiore moved a 
resolution that those present place on. record. 
their conviction that only by the establish- 
ment of a legally secared home in Palestine 
could any permanent halp be rendered to the 
Jewish pcople. They believed that only failare 
and disappointment could resuJt from attempt, 
ing to establish a Jawish State cleewhere, and 
they arged a!l to support the Zionist movement. 
The. reaolation was adopted, and copies were 
ordered to be sent to the Prima Minister, the 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, and the Colonial 
Secretary.

August 1882 ; (a), there has been an uninter- 
rupted series of acts, for which the Government 
of His BritarnicMajesty is responeible, intend- 
ed to obatroct American enterprise and to 
exolnde American influence from Bgypt, which 
bas met with entire. success; and, that, the 
immediate removal of the officia's implicated is 
necessary for the re establishment of the respect 
due to the Government of the United States ; 
(b), that your petitioner has been deprived of 
the nse and evjoymentof property, whose rea- 
sonable income and profit, for the last ten years, 
would have been not less than $10,000,000 year- 
ly, and has, also, bean compelled, especially since 
1887, to incur large and entirely unneces- 
sary expenditure of time, labor, and money, 
in advocating this scheme of great public 
utility against the factions opposition of the 
Diplomatic Agent and Consal-General of 
Great Britain ; and in defending the accuracy 
of his .statementa against the reckless and 
wanton aspersions cast upon them by the 
Diplomatic Representative of Great Britain, 
or persons employed by him, to delay, the 
execution of the Raiyan Isthmian Csnal, 
against the will of the inhabitants of Egypt. 
For which your petitioner considers that he is 
fairly entitled to receive as compensation from 
the Government of Great Britain, not less

PAN-ISLAMISM. 


To Tite Eprror oF THE “Eayprian Gazerrr,” 


Sir,—A few days ago there appeared in 
the “ tiah Gazstte’ an oren letter to 
Mustapha Racha Kamel, wherein the writer en 
deavoured to ‘draw” the Editor of ‘'Al Lewa” 
on the subject of Pan-Islamism. The arguments 
your correspondent employed against this in- 
teresting Islamic movement were, firstly, the 
principle of Pan-Islamism as a union ‘of the 
Moslem world under the Saltan was praotic- 
ally impossible under present circumstances ; 
secondly, that even were it porsible it would 
be urdesirable from a Moslem point of view 
because of the misrale prevailing throughout 
the Ottoman‘administration ;and, lastly, that in 
the interests of the world’s progress the move- 
ment is mischievous, as it implies a Jehad. In 
spite of the plausible manner in which “Jaliue’ 
presents his case,I fsil to see that any one 
of his argoments rests on any solid basis. 
Firat and foremost, Pan-Islamism can only 
exist as a religious-political creed on the basis 
of w reunion of Islam ander the Saltan. 
‘Jaline” asks : “Will the Mos'ems ot India 
const oif infidel role and depend on the Sultan 
of Roum to defend them against the Sikh 
and the Ghoorka, the Mahratta and the 
Rejpat ? Will Shiah combine with Sunni ? 


Will the warriors of Yemen and Nejd accept 


the rule of the Turk ? Will European nations 
permit the disciples of Aboul Hoda and Izzat 
Pacha to drive them from their possessions ?” 

I cannot see why any of these contingencies, 
which are presomed to be the mere idle 
dreams of a fanatic, cannot come to pass. 
Anything is possible in history and an ambi- 
tious and statesmanlike Caliph would not find 
the re-union of Islam an impossible task. The 
renaissance of Tatkey would take years of 
long and patient toil, but is it more ircredible 
than the transtormation within a generation of 
the corrapt and feeble France of Louia XV. 
to the Franca of the Napoleonic Epoch or of 
the sudden rise of Japan from the antiquated 
feudalism of the Samarai to a recognised 
position among the strongest Powers in the 
world? Secular feads and hatreds may be, as 
“Jalius” says, serious obstacles “in the path 
of Pan-Islamism, but they will easily be swept 
in the onrash of the mighty movemsant. That 
such a movement~is possible faw will gainsay, 


‘for Islam is as vital a force now as ever it was 


in the past, and as its followers see that every 
year they become more insignificant politically, 
their enthasiasm for their religion becomes the 
more keen, for they perforce have to acknow- 
ledge-that their religion alona prevents them 
from practical annihilation. It may be argued 
that there is little likelihood of a succession of 
atrong falers| who will carry on the Pan- 
Islamic Propaganda of Abdul Hamid. Bat 
whan the timé is at handa leader-will inevit- 
ably be forthcoming. 

It is thought that‘the Tarkish Empire is in 
a hopelessly decayed state,and for some genera- 
tions past it has been the fashion to anticipate 
its break-up. But to-day it is as strong as it 
ever was in tha last century, and the corrap- 
tion of its Government has in no wise affected 
the character of its people, whose loyalty, pie'y, 
and sense of honour always excite the admira- 
tion of those Europeans who knuw them. 
Ethically the Turk is far saperior to the Syrian, 
Armenian, and other Christian races in the 
Near East, and his political regeneration is not 
without the bounds of probability. Lord Pal- 
merston, who had s good deal to do with 
Turkey, remarked in 1839 :— - 3 

“As to the Tarkish Empire, if we can procure 
for it ten years of peace under the joint protec: 
tion of the five Powers, and if those years are 
geofitably employed in reorganizing the internal 


‘system of the empire, there is no reason what- 


ever why i¢ should not become again a respect- 
able power. Half:the wrong conclusions at 


R TO ' which mankind arrive are reached by the abuse 


of metaphors, and by mistaking general resem- 
blance or imaginary similarity for real identity. 
Thus p*ople compare an ancient monarchy 
with an old building, an old tres, or an old 
man becanse the building, tres or man maoat 
from the nature of things cramble, or decay, or 
die, they imagine that the same thing holds 
good with a community, and that the same 
laws which govern. inanimate matter, or 
vegetable and aninial life, govern algo nations 
and states. Than which there cannot bea 
greater or more utterly unphilosophical mistake. 
For besides all other points of difference, it is 
to ba remembered that the component parts of 
the building, tree, or man remain the same, 
and are either decomposed by external causes, 
or are altere {in their internal straotare by the 
process of lifs, so as ultimately to be unfit for 
their original fanctions ; while on the contrary, 
the component parts of 1 commanity are under- 
going daily the process of physical renovation 
and of moral improvement. Therefore all that 
we hear every day of the week about the decay 
of the Turkish Empire, and its being a dead 
body or sapless trank, and so forth, is po 

and unadalterated nonsenee,” 

“Jalias” evidently labours onder a misap- 
prehension of human, and eapecially Oriental, 
nature, The pasasge to which | refer ia so 
urions in its anderlying misconceptions that 
I will qnote it in fall, He aska:— 

“If you accept the Grand Turk as your 
master, I woold ask you whether you see mach 
to admire in his role. Do you approve of its 
accompaniments the grinding taxation that 
is depopulating Syria, the delation that makes 
every Moslem afraid to express his inmost 
thoughts, the corraption that poisons justice, 
the strange combination of niggardliness and 
profasion that robs tha Empire of its wealth 
andis misnamed finance? Do yoo—who-claim 
to be impalled by progressive and libgral ideas

Have you 
lived in any Ottoman province far from ths

Ip not ‘“Jalius” well 
aware that, although the Egyptian was never 
more prosperous than he is to-day, he is be- 
coming moze ard more ill dizposed towards us, 
as witness the recent echool strikes and the 
attitade of the entire native Moslem Press 
during tha Akaba incident? Have ocon- 
siderations of comfort or discomfort ever 
inflaenced mankind whenever it is a question 
of fighting for an idea? All through history 
wo see human beings sacrificing everything to 
this. It is so obvious that we fail to grasp it. 
A few weeks ago a well-known member of the 
steft of the “Time3,” who has been contri- 
buting some important articles on India to his 
paper, noticed with some astonishment that 
“Nationaliem,” as exhibited in the National 
Congress, was growing in power in India :— 
‘The National Congress party, in its best and 


worst aspects, is essentially a product of our 


own making. We have been engaged for nearly 
a century in expanding the area ot English 
education inIndia, and in every ‘successive 
generation an increasing number of young 
Indians have been initiated through oar 
language and oor literature into a new world 
of thought. Yet, so far, the main result has 
been to breed in them a spirit of revolt against 
the political ascendency of the race to whose 


| superiority in the realm of knowledge thei 


eagerness to share in the benefits of the educa- 
tion which-it imparts is an abiding tribute.” 

Here is a testimony to the existence of a 
spirit of “Nationalism” ‘prevailing in India 
identical with that which has comeintoexistence 
of recent yeara in Egypt. How.is it that while 
both countries have benefited immensely by 
our rale, the people dislike us more and more, 
and in the case of Egypt are so perverse as to 
prefer the maladministration of the Ottoman 
to the guidance of Lord Cromer? No; the 
argoment of ‘Jalius” on this point is fatile, 
for it rans counter to the noblest tendencies 
of mankind. The Republican Opposition in the 
Roman Empire were as foolish in their prefor- 
ence for a corrapt aristocracy to a wise auto- 
cracy as was the Jacobite gentleman who 
sacrificed himself and his house for the sake of 
the Stuarts. Yet somehow or other the world 
persists in casting a halo about these heroes of 
lost causes, and yen dq | cannot bat respect 
the Egyptian, who would Sacrifice: his own and 
hia country’s walf 2 for ‘thé sake of the Pan- 
Islamic idea.\ When. the time comes all 
thoughts of the material advantages, which

The last argament of “Juliae” is that Pan- 
Islamism will lead to a new Jehad, which 
will provoke a new crasade’and thereby lead 
to ths political overthrow of Islam. The same 
line of argoment is used against Imperialiam, 
which the Little Englander declares provoked 
the Boer War,or against Pan-Germanism which, 
so we are told, will lead to a European con- 
flagration on the death of the Austrian Empe- 
ror. The Pan-Islamist oan retort that the 
game is well worth the candle and that it 
is at any rate an object that deserves working 
for, if Islam is to jastify its continued exist- 
ence. He may also pvint out that Europe 
will not combine ina new Crusade if Islam 
is atrong enough to take the control of its 
political destinies in its own hands any 
more than Earope would venture to combine 
against Japan or a resuscitated China. 

Of course, Pan-Islamism cannot be regard 
ed with sympathy by the British Govern- 
ment, any more than can Pan-Germanism, for 
it mast be mainly directed against us as the 
greatest Mos'em Powsr in the world. Bat we 
ought not therefore to shat our eyes to ths 
great significance of the movement or believe 
that it isa mere idle fad of Egyptian Anglo- 
phobes, becaase it is preached so vehemently 
by self-advertising native journalists. Pat- 
Islamism goes a good deal deeper than mere 
discontent with Eugland’s position in Egypt, 
and an Egyptian Moslem is as logically entitled 
to hold to it as a political religious creed, as 
is an Irish Celt to Home Ralg and hatred of the 
Saxon. — Yoars traly, |

The paucity of credits is till most marked 
in this market, and although borrowers have 
not actually been driven to the Bank ‘of 
Englard recently in order to meet their re- 
quirements, there appear to have been only 
jist enough loanable fands-to go round.

tion.” : 

Of course, the timely warning which the 
Bank passed round to the bill brokers against 
letting rates slip away too readily has not 
been lost sight of, and is still operating as 
a steadying factor, but it seems quite prob- 
able that the scarcity of loanable funds 
would in avy case have had that effect, 
the more so since the exchanges, although 
vot actually threatening, evince an uncertain 
attitade. 

America’s needs are still a doubtful quat- 
tity.San Francisco's reqairements are probably. 
not all met yet, and the new issues on that 
side of the Atlantic may at any moment call 
for a farther backing of the precious metal. 
Should this be so, it is doubtfal on whom 
the drain would fall, and although it is 
hoped that France would bearthe brunt, the 
exchange-on London in New York is not at 
all asafe figure, and shows a weak tendency.
